plete enforcement.

NATIONAL BUREAU MEDICINES AND FOODS. 
GENERAL STATEMENT PLAN. 


has seemed desirable enumerate few the 
more important evils connected with the lack 
standard pharmaceutical preparations, adultera- 
tion drugs, chemicals and food-stuffs, and the ex- 
ceedingly complex condition the many remedial 
preparations constantly offered the medical pro- 
fession. 

The Pharmacopeia, this country, not com- 
pulsory document. result, manufacturers are 
not obliged follow the preparation pharma- 
ceuticals, and matter fact, there much varia- 
tion the strength their products. Fluid and 
solid extracts, etc., and many pharmacopeial prepara- 
tions, are made differently different manufactu- 
rers, and often are not, they should be, identical 
within reasonable limitations. The strength 
tinctures made different manufacturers has been 
found vary much per cent. This 
variation such that prescriptions filled with one 
set products will have certain appearance and 
therapeutic effect, but the same prescriptions when 
compounded from products different manufactu- 
rer, will have different appearance and therapeutic 
effect. 

Chemicals are often adulterated impure; even 
reagents marked “C. P.” can, most cases, not re- 
lied upon. Lists chemicals bought open market 
and analyzed, with the adulterants and impurities 
commonly found, have been published from time 
time and are accessible. The facts are generally 
known that hardly necessary enumerate them 
here. few illustrations will suffice: Tincture 
aconite, practically inert; aristol, containing per 
cent free alkali; phenacetin, containing per cent 
acetanilid; boracic acid, adulterated with three 
times its weight borax; “C. P.” zinc, containing 
iron and arsenic appreciable quantities; hyoscya- 
mine, pure atropine, etc. 

Adulterations food-stuffs, the use harmful 
coloring matters and preservatives, etc., are matters 
common repute and have been noticed many 


times connection with proposed and urged national 
legislation, that only summary comment needed. 
Cotton seed oil commonly marked olive oil; coffee 
may largely chickory; mustard often not more 
than per cent mustard, the adulterant being 
corn meal; black pepper usually adulterated with 
from per cent foreign material; jellies 
and jams are seldom what they purport be; salts 
zinc, salicylic acid and the salicylates, borax and 
boric acid, and other preservatives are very generally 


_employed and not infrequently they are used 


harmful quantities. common adulteration 
food-stuffs that there exists almost complete distrust 
the public mind the purity freedom from 
harmful preservatives, most common food-stuffs. 
the domain prepared foods there the 
present time means determining their compo- 
sition suitability for the diets for which the makers 
recommend and advertise them. has been found 
that many foods recommended for diabetics contained 
starch sugar considerable quantities, when the 
makers claimed absence these ingredients for their 
products. 

Many the large number special preparations 
that are put upon the market and strongly urged upon 
the medical profession, probably are good and have 
certain well defined But the methods employed 
the manufacturers are such induce certain 
lack confidence. The physician, rule, not

The prevention adulteration drugs, chemicals 
and food-stuffs, and the maintenance standard 
pharmaceutical preparations, should government 
function. For fourteen years effort has been made 
secure proper national legislation for this purpose, 
but without result. The existence the evils pointed 
out recognized all, and view the failure 
secure the requisite national legislation, correction, 
attempted correction, these evils has been sug- 
gested through the medium proper commission 
bureau, established individual effort. Such 
bureau could formed the association pro- 
fessional men the one hand and those manu- 
facturers who desire put out only pure, standard 


and honest goods the other hand. believed 


that such association would the very great 
advantage the public, and probably those manu- 
facturers who associated with such bureau its 
proposed work. 

first glance, and until the proposed plan care- 
fully studied, would seem that such undertak- 
ing would impracticable. When carefully studied 
detail, however, the plan, though tremendous 
demand further study.

Surgeon and Founder Cooper Medical College and 
the Lane Course Medical Lectures. 

From Dr. Ellinwood, President Cooper 
Medical College, who made memorial address the 
public exercises held the Auditorium Cooper 
Medical College March 9th, 1902, the following in- 
formation derived: 

Dr. Lane was born orthodox Quaker parentage 
Ohio, thirty-four miles north Cincinnati, 1830. 
Died San Francisco, February 18th, 1902. 

His early education was private, being 
taught his mother and also his aunt, Ruth 
Cooper. 

worked his father’s farm and intervals 
attended the common district schools; the age 
sixteen years became teacher and taught the 
district schools Butler County, Ohio, during the 
three succeeding years. 

College Training. 

Levi Cooper Lane nineteen began his college 
education six months’ term Farmer’s College, 
formerly called Cary’s Academy, and later six months 
Union College, Schenectedy, New York, autumn 
and winter 1849-50, where boarded himself and 
lived twenty-five cents week; but paid his col- 
lege bills. 

Union College subsequently conferred him the 
degree Master Arts, and 1877 the distinction 
LL.

customary those days, began his medical 
education reading medicine, with his two uncles 
preceptors, Drs. Esaias and Elias Cooper, and 
later entered Jefferson Medical College Phila- 
delphia, where studied one year and graduated 
March, 1851, and later the same year 
was appointed interne the large New York State 
Hospital Wards Island, where continued 
arduous student four years. 

1855 entered competitive examination with 
thirty others for appointment assistant surgeon 
the United States Navy, and passed not only the 
highest the class, but made record there his 
learning, quite remarkable the history the 
service.

having resigned from the Navy, joined 
his uncle, Dr. Elias Cooper, the practice 
his profession and also professor physiology 
the Medical College the Pacific, located 
Mission Street, which Dr. Cooper had started 
early 1858, the first medical school the Pacific 
Coast. also became associate editor the Medical 
Press. 

After death the uncle, Dr. Elias Cooper, 
1862, Dr. Lane continued the work which they 
had mutually shared and happily conducted some- 
thing more than year. 

1864, owing the death Dr. Cooper, and the 
absence some others the faculty, the Medical 
College the Pacific suspended its teaching, and 
Dr. Lane with Drs. Gibbons, Morse and others, joined 
Dr. Toland the school which had recently 
inaugurated, the Toland Medical College. 

The relationship, however, proved unsatisfactory, 
and 1870, Dr. Lane with his associates the 
faculty the Medical College the Pacific, reor- 
ganized that school, and with some subsequent 
changes name, affiliation and personnel the 
faculty, was finally refounded Cooper Medical 
College, 1882, Dr. Lane, with liberal endow- 
ments substantial buildings and his own guiding 
genius. 

1875 Dr. Lane went abroad for two years 
study the schools and hospitals Europe, and 
after long term London, passed the examina- 
tions and was granted the Eng. degree, 
and later passed some months Edinburgh, Paris, 
Vienna and Berlin, and the latter university 
regularly matriculated medical student. 
diligently applied himself the pathological labora- 
tory Virchow and hospital clinics, and after 
six months passed the examinations and received the 
Doctor’s degree, “summa cum honore,” the highest 
honor which the Berlin University confers, and which 
honor carries with the remission all fees, which 
extraordinary, especially the case foreigner. 

Returning San Francisco, Dr. Lane with renewed 
energy, applied himself practice and teaching, and 
the reorganization the Medical College the 
Pacific. 

1882 his plans were matured, building erected, 
and without ostentation founded Cooper Medical 
College.as the successor the Medical College 
the Pacific, independent charter its own, 
and named grateful remembrance his uncle, 
Dr. Elias Cooper. 

His endowments the college have been the 
valuable buildings the college and Lane Hospital, 
and fund for the perpetual maintenance the Lane 
Course Medical Lectures which supplemental 
the regular instruction the college, annual 
course given some eminent authority, some 
branch. 

Dr. Lane achieved international pre-eminence 
surgeon and author, contributing many new oper- 
ations the surgeon’s art, and many principles and 
procedures, aiding the progress medical science. 

His great experience operations upon hare-lip, 
tumors the neck and tongue, also his original 
operation vaginal hysterectomy, which did 
with remarkable dexterity, are among the perma- 
nent advancements made Dr. Lane surgery. 

His contributions surgical literature have been 
numerous and prized during many years, and his 


last volume, “Surgery the Head and Neck,” 
most exhaustive treatise the surgery that re- 
gion the body, and shows the practical results 
his large experience and studious labor. 

surgeon, his methods were systematic and 
direct, was also his teaching—always without 
ostentation display. possessed eminent 
degree that high regard for his profession, and 
esteem for its individual members that gave him 
pleasure speak well them and treat them with 
great kindness and consideration. His services 
medical men malpractice persecutions have been 
noted for their zeal and consistency. His labors and 
sacrifices their behalf have been most cheerfully 
rendered, man has ever done before. His ex- 
ample deserves followed all practitioners 
medicine and surgery. 


George Augustus Shurtleff, M.D., 

Was born Carver, Mass., August 5th, 1819. 
was descendant the sturdy Puritan stock which 
has left its mark wherever has gone. was edu- 
cated the common schools his native town, 
and later attended Pierce Academy, educational 
institution note that time. the age 
was teaching school Plymouth, and was 
elected president the school board, and such 
superintended the whole school system the town. 
1842 began the study medicine and graduated 
from the medical school Woodstock, Vt., 1845. 
that same year was married and began practice 
Wareham, Mass. 1849, under the influence 
the wonderful tales from California, decided 
try his fortunes the new land. came the 
ship Mt. Vernon, around the Horn, and landed 
San Francisco, Uct. 2d, 1849. made his way 
the mines Tuolumne County, but 1851 went 
Stockton, where spent the remainder his 
the active practice his profession. 

The work which his name will remembered 
was done connection with the care and treatment 
the insane. 1853 the first hospital for the 
treatment the insane this State, was located 
Stockton, and for some years Dr. Shurtleff was one 
the Board Directors; and 1865 became 
chief physician and superintendent. For eighteen 
years filled this position with honor himself 
and satisfaction the hapless inmates. During 
part this time was Professor Mental Dis- 
eases the University California, and was recog- 
nized authority this department. was quite 
fruitful writer and his essays were and origi- 
nal.

Joseph Henry Wythe, D., 


Was born Manchester, England, March 19th, 1822.

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Oregon. was Fellow the Royal Microscopical 
Society Great Britain, and member the Vic- 
toria Institute Philosophy, London England. 
was member Admiral Porter Post, R., and 
Chaplain the Masonic Veterans Association the 
Pacific Coast. started practice the coal regions 
Pennsylvania near Mauch Chunk, where had 
large and varied experience surgery, which 
excelled. When the Civil War broke out received 
his commission from Lincoln Asst. Surgeon 
Volunteers, after severe competitive examination 
Washington, C., which was select special 
corps surgeons for hospital supervision. His first 
assignment was the entire charge Transport 
Hospital Steamship Atlantic, with 870 sick and 
wounded from Alexandria, Va., New York. Then 
the Trinity and Epiphany Hospitals, Washington; 
then the duty the organization Camp Banks— 
hospital camp of, one time, 3000 men from 
prisons the near Alexandria, Va.; 
was then ordered California and stationed 
Sacramento. After year’s service there re- 
signed, and joined the California Conference the 
church. But after the death his eldest son, 
Dr. Wythe, 1880, resumed the practice 
medicine Oakland, Cal. For many years was 
member the faculty Cooper Medical College, 
and the time his death was emeritus profes- 
sor Microscopy and Histology that institution. 

spent four years Oregon, and during his 
presidency the Willamette University, 1865-68, 
organized the medical department that body. 
was very skillful surgeon and, far known, per- 
formed the first operation for ovarian tumor this 
Coast. investigator histology and pathology 
was original and pioneer, having written the 
first text-book America for the use students 
microscopy.

Charles Eben Cooper, 


Was born near Sacramento, November 22d, 1860. 
While still child, his father moved San Fran- 
cisco, and his education was acquired there. 
graduated from Lowell High School, and then en- 
tered clerical position and became expert ac- 
countant. this time studied and mastered 
the German and French languages, and also studied 
pharmacy. 

September, 1886, married, and soon after- 
ward began the study medicine Cooper Medical 
College, graduating therefrom November, 1889. 
went Europe and did post-graduate work 
London and Berlin for two years. then re- 
turned San Francisco, and settled down for his 
life work, making surgery specialty. 


Dr. Cooper soon acquired rank among the first 
surgeons the city. kept touch with the 
work the greatest the world’s surgeons, at- 
tending the meetings the International Congress 
Medicine Moscow and Paris. his return 
from the latter place, October, 1900, took 
his work with intense enthusiasm, but the care 
large and exacting practice his health broke down, 
and died endocarditis, July 21st, 1901, the 
early age forty-one years. 

the death Dr. Cooper our Society has lost one 
its most progressive members, and the public 
skillful and courageous surgeon. grieve that 
was early taken from life’s duties, which was 
well fitted perform; but, Mrs. Hemans has 
well voiced it,

William Wentworth, D., 

Was born Nevada City, California, the day 
February, 1864. His early life was spent there, 
and the immediate vicinity. received his 
earlier education the public schools his native 
town, graduating from the High School 1882. 
taught school for two years the town Wash- 
ington, Nevada County, and then entered the Univer- 
sity California, taking the classical course. 
was graduated June 27, 1888. 

was married the July, 1888, Miss 
Inez Beard Napa. For several years after his 
marriage was principal the Nevada City High 
School; going thence Centerville, Alameda County, 
where was principal the Union High School, 
and instructor Latin the State University. 

1893 gave teaching and entered Cooper 
Medical College, graduating medicine the 5th 
December, 1895. His collegiate and professional 
education was the result his own labor, and his 
energy and success that direction may judged 
from statement once made that came out 
college with more money than went in.”

Was born China, Kenebec County, Maine, Janu- 
ary 14th, 1869, and came California early life.

THE NECESSITY PURE MILK SUP- 
PLY FOR INFANT FEEDING.* 
Attending Physician St. Luke’s Hospital and City and County Hospital, 
San Francisco. 

EVERY infant were permitted the privilege 
deriving its nourishment from the breast 
healthy mother, paper with the above- 

named title would unnecessary, being uni- 
versally conceded that breast milk the ideal in- 
fant food and that substitute can satisfactorily 
take its place. desire postulate that have 
uncooked, fresh, clean, uniformly stable 
from healthy herd cows kept under sanitary 
conditions, when properly modified, the best sub- 
stitute. That the production such milk 
possible has been abundantly proved the work 
that has been done this direction eastern 
cities, where the medical profession has con- 
sidered the subject sufficient interest which 
bestir itself. 

undesirable take the time this body 
discussing the myriads infant foods placed 
upon the market their respective enterprising 
manufacturers, for conviction that they 
are all more less harmful, but from the evi- 
dence the enormous consumption these 
nostrums, patent that too large proportion 
the profession derive their light infant 
feeding from that omnipresent font learning, 
the obsequious but representative 
the baby-food manufacturer. Lest this statement 
may appear pedantic wish state that these 
preparations containing, they do, minimum 
amount fat and excessive amount car- 
bohydrates, many them insoluble carbohy- 
drates, are the principal etiologic factors the 
production rickets and other conditions 
malnutrition. this true, then emphasis 
given statement regarding the desirability 
cow’s milk produced under the ideal conditions 
mentioned above, which here desire elaborate.

The 
difficulties the way perfect technic the 
average home, however, are such make 
proper pasteurization impracticable and well-nigh 
impossible.

Sill reports one hundred and seventy-nine (179) 
babies fed pasteurized milk, where per cent 
showed signs rickets and scurvy. These babies 
were institutes where modification the 
milk was properly carried out.

One who has had any experi- 
ence infant feeding sees daily illustrations 
the evidences malnutrition and deformity 
the result prepared infant foods and con- 
densed milk. The clinics all our large cities 
abound with these little sufferers, made the 
commercial instincts the food manufacturers, 
and too often the laziness and ignorance 
the physicians who prescribe them. These cases 
make truly pathetic picture, and present most 
eloquent and touching appeal for ameliora- 
tion the causes which make such conditions 
possible. 

obtain clean milk, unvarying its 
nutritive constituents, matter vital impor- 
tance the successful feeding these little pa- 
tients. The difficulties the way accomplish- 
ing this are, however, great, because cows are 
frequently unhealthy they are dirty milkmen are 
dirty; stables are filthy; dairies are 
the water supply frequently polluted cows are 
improperly milk not properly and prompt- 
cooled and kept cold until delivered. Because 
such conditions epidemics infectious dis- 
eases are frequent occurrence. Kober reports 
three hundred and thirty (330) outbreaks in- 
fectious diseases spread through the milk supply. 
Estes examined one hundred and eighty-six 
(186) specimens milk coming from all parts 
England. The bacillus tuberculosis was pres- 
ent eleven (11) cases. Pus was present 
forty-seven (47) cases, muco-pus seventy- 
seven (77) others; blood was present twenty- 
four (24) streptococci per cent 
all the cases. per cent all the 
samples contained pus, muco-pus, streptococci, 
and were unfit for use. Reed Cornell, and 
Ward the University California, con- 
sidering the significance the presence strep- 
tococci market milk, draw attention the 
prevalence mammitis cows constituting 
important source this infection. The in- 
sidious onset this disease responsible 
some degree for the marketing infected milk 
dealers with innocent intentions. That such 
milk responsible for large proportion the 
cases infantile diarrhea there can doubt. 

Believing that number cases gastro- 
enteritis occurring among infants private 
practice, who were fed exclusively modified 
cow’s milk, were due infected milk, collected 
last winter number specimens milk from 
different sources supply San Francisco, and 
submitted them bacteriologic and chemical 
examination. The bacterial counts were made 
Dr. Ryfkogel and the chemical examina- 
tions Mr. Frank Green, chemist for the San 
Francisco Board Health. The specimens were 
taken during cold weather when the bacterial 
count would naturally low. They were re- 
ceived sterile vessels, immediately placed ice 


and kept until examined. The lowest bacterial 
count was 14,400 per cubic centimeter, the highest 
with average 223,800. The 
highest count was from specimen purchased 
from corner bakery, such depots, the way, 
being very popular for securing extra sup- 
ply milk when the regular supply for the baby 
runs short. was learned inquiry that this 
supply came from San Joaquin and Contra Costa 
Counties, and was brought the city boat, 
once twenty-four (24) hours. not intended 
infer from report these counts that they are 


estimates the cleanliness the 


dairies represented them. Such would mani- 
festly unfair, because many conditions, 
some them temporary, influence the number 
bacteria found given number specimens 
submitted for examination. believe, however, 
make consistent statement when say that 
average 223,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, 
taken from number specimens collected 
random from our largest and most reputable 
dealers, calls for serious consideration the 
causes such pollution. explanation 
easily forthcoming when consider the condi- 
tion the farms found when visited num- 
ber them. The stables, with one exception, 
were foul, ill-ventilated, dark ill-smelling, 
with lofts overhead for the storage feed. 
attempt was made groom cows clean udders. 
pretense cleanliness among the milkmen 
was observed. medical supervision over the 
workers was observed, nor was there any veteri- 
narian inspection the herds. Drainage was, 
rule, bad. one instance the entire drain- 
age from barns, houses, privies, etc., was received 
ditch which flowed unprotected well, 
from which the entire water supply was obtained. 
another flowed through the pasture and was 
accessible the cows. only one was the 
manure away regularly. one was 
simply dumped pile just outside the barns, 
where lay for year before being removed. 
These dairymen are not deliberately and mali- 
ciously polluting their milk. They are anxious 
give pure product, and the pathetic part 
that they believe that they are. They are un- 
educated regarding the production milk under 
sanitary conditions. all the farms that 
visited some attempt was made sterilize pails 
and cans, either ordinary washing washing 
and dipping into boiling water. These pails are 
then handled dirty milkmen, left standing 
varying length time the stables exposed 
all the filth with which they inevitably come 
contact. 

Some plan aerating and cooling the milk 
adopted all them, usually means let- 
ting flow over tubes, through which water 
ordinary temperature forced. This course, 
cools from 60° 70,° temperature en- 
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tirely insufficient for the inhibition bacterial 
growth. some instances the cooling process 
consists merely plunging the cans into vat 
cold water. None these dairies bottle milk 
the farms. Some them their supply de- 
pots the city satisfy small demand for bot- 
tled milk, where few have fairly well-equipped 
apparatus for aerating and cooling their al- 
ready infected milk. Butter fat varied the 
specimens examined from 3.2 per cent 8.7 per 
cent, sufficient variation make 
modification impossible. The majority them ex- 
ceeded per cent. few them bore evidence 
being watered. One yielding only 3.2 per cent 
fat, had specific gravity 1,029 and total 
solid percentage only 11.38 per cent. This 
specimen gave bacterial count 255,000, and 
was procured one our most reputable 
dealers. examination for was 
made. not intended this paper enter 
into consideration the prevalence the use 
chemicals, their effects digestion. The 
San Francisco Board Health has had consider- 
able trouble with dairymen over this question, 
but strange that the condition which made 
the addition chemicals necessary has heretofore 
received consideration. 

Such, brief, are the conditions surrounding 
the production this food product for the San 
Francisco market, and the presence such con- 
ditions have made the sterilization milk neces- 
sary. 

The greatest step advance recent years, 
however, the successful feeding infants 
has been the demonstration the fact that prac- 
tically pure, sterile milk can obtained, and thus 
away with sterilization. Dr. Henry Coit 
Newark, J., belongs the credit having 
demonstrated the fact the American profes- 
sion that pure so-called “certified milk” can now 
obtained instituting proper hygienic pre- 
cautions regulating the production and care 


the milk. Several Eastern cities have 


Milk Commissions their county medical so- 
cieties, and have successfully solved this problem. 
The plan procedure similar all them, 
and for purposes illustration abstract recent 
report the Commission the Philadelphia 
Pediatric Society. The Commission, consisting 
five members, holds itself readiness ex- 
amine milk from dairies desiring this examina- 
tion, and certify the good quality milk 
which comes the standards fixed it. The 
Commission selects bacteriologist, chemist 
and veterinary inspector. The bacteriologist 
procures specimen milk without previous 
notice the dairy, which tests for the number 
and nature the bacteria present it. also 
makes microscopic examination for pus cells. 
This examination must made least monthly. 
Milk free from pus and injurious germs, and 


having not more than 10,000 germs any kind 
kinds the cubic centimeter, considered 
the required standard purity. 

The chemist procures and examines the milk 
for the percentages fat and total solids, and 
for the specific gravity. also tests its chem- 
ical reaction, and examines for the presence 
foreign matters, chemicals added pre- 
servatives. Standard milk shall range from 1.029 
1.034 specific gravity, neutral very faintly 
acid reaction, contain not less than from 4.5 
per cent per cent fat, and shall free from 
all contaminating matter and from all addition 
chemical substances coloring matter. Rich- 
ness cream fat shall specified and shall 
not vary more than per cent above below 
the figure named selling. 

The veterinary inspector regular intervals 
and without previous warning inspects the clean- 
liness the dairy general, the care and clean- 
liness observed milking, the care the various 
utensils employed, the nature and quality the 
food used, and all other matters hygienic 
nature bearing upon the health the cows and 
the cleanliness the milk, including also far 
possible, the inquiry into the health the em- 
ployees their farms. also sees that the 
cows are free from tuberculosis other diseases. 
The fees the experts are paid the 
dairymen the time the examination. 
Any dairy, the milk which shall found 
the required standard shall receive 
certificate from the Commission. Milk furnished 
the dealers whom certificates have been 
issued shall furnished consumers glass 
bottles hermetically sealed manner satis- 
factory the Commission. addition the 
sealing and guarantee the consumer that 
the examination has been regularly conducted, 
there shall pasted over the mouth the jar, 
handed the consumer with every jar, 
copy the certificate issued with the date thereof. 
Four producers have met the requirements 
this Commission, and the work the experts 
since the first appointment the Commission 
December 1898 has been most satisfactory. 
The attempt keep the fat content near the 
required standard has been eminently successful, 
the widest variation being per cent. 

This has been great drawback the proper 
feeding infants San Francisco, the fat 
the specimens collected varying from 3.2 
per cent 8.7 per cent. The reason this be- 
cause attention given the scientific feeding 
the herds; every dairyman having his own 
ideas, but none them, far could learn, 
endeavoring observe any ratio between the pro- 
teids and the carbohydrates and fats. 

the dairies holding certificates from the Phil- 
adelphia Commission probably the best equipped 
one the Walker-Gordon farm, situated 
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Plainsboro, J., which had the pleasure 
inspecting about year ago. The barns are con- 
structed with perfect ventilation and with abso- 
lutely water-proof floors. They have neither cel- 
lars nor lofts. They are fitted with trolleys for 
the conveyance feed and manure, and are fur- 
nished with water and live steam for cleansing 
purposes. The cows are carefully selected Ameri- 
can grades. They have passed the tuberculin test 
for tuberculosis, and they have been quarantined 
for the possibility other diseases. They are 
under the immediate care competent fore- 
man and have the periodical attention ex- 
pert veterinarian. The water used for washing, 
rinsing, watering cows, and for all other pur- 
poses, drawn from protected well. This well 
isolated from buildings, and more than one 
thousand feet from the farmhouse. forty 
feet deep. The well curbed and lined with 
brick set Portland cement, the bottom; 
protected from surface seepage with extra 
wall the outside for seven feet depth, and 
cemented inside the water line. fenced 
with high fence for fifteen feet every 
inaccessible animals and all the employes, 
except the superintendent. All the buildings used 
for milk production and care are carefully drained 
means glazed earthenware, tight tile pipes, 
trapped and ventilated. The cows are maintained 
health; they eat the best food and drink pure 
water. Their food selected for them and fed 
them with scientific care. They are not pas- 
tured any time. The water brought pipes 
and drank from vessels, sterilized whenever occa- 
sion requires. The cows are kept clean. They 
have abundance air, exercise and sunshine. 
local physician, approved the Commission, 
has supervision the health the men that are 
employed the farm and the help the 
boarding house. Slight sickness among the help 
receives instant examination the physician, 
who responsible the Commission. Before 
and during the process milking, the attendants 
are required wash thoroughly the presence 
the superintendent. They wear white clothing, 
which sterilized freshly before each milk- 
ing with moist steam in_ sterilizers used 
only for this purpose. The superintendent 
also supervises all process milking, and 
guards against any contamination the milk 
the attendants. The milk taken from 
the barn the milk-house soon 
milked. runs into porcelain receiving tank 
and from this through filter, into mixing tank 
and over specially constructed cooler that re- 
duces very low temperature. The whole 
time occupied the process not more than five 
minutes for any given body milk. The ex- 
posure the milk the milk-house reduced 
the smallest possible time compatible with mixing, 
cooling and bottling. The air the milk-house 


clean, and changed exhaust process, 
new air being admitted after filtered and 
washed spray. Special precautions are 
taken exclude flies. The walls and floors 
the house are water-proof. The dairymen wear 
specially sterilized clothing. They not visit 
the barns work upon the farm. The milk- 
house fitted with two large sterilizers. All 
packages received from without are sterilized be- 
fore being washed, and again after rinsing and 
before filling. All cans, tanks, coolers, separators, 
milk-pails, milk-stools, shipping cases and other 
articles appliances which come contact with 
the milk, are previously sterilized. The jars and 
bottles, with their covers, are sterilized before 
use. The time allowed for transportation from 
the farm the laboratory less than two hours. 
The superintendent man who has been trained 
for this work, and has special qualifications for 
his position. supervises all operations the 
barns and milk-house, carries out all the rules laid 
down the experts the Commission 
and, besides, makes daily examinations the 
chemical and bacteriological condition the 
milk. 

These are ideal conditions, and are necessarily 
productive high-priced milk. Milk from this 
farm sells New York City cents per quart. 

The public needs great deal education 
this subject. They demand good milk and 
demand cheap milk. They know nothing the 
germs the milk that they neither see nor taste. 
and when their babies become infected, dentition 
usually considered the etiologic factor and the 
attending physician oftentimes responsible for 
this, for the gum lancet has not yet entirely had 
its day therapeutic measure infantile con- 
vulsions. The duty the medical attendant is, 
however, manifest. His patients should in- 
structed that cheap milk not good milk, that 
sweet which contains abundance 
cream not necessarily clean milk. The average 
layman does not to-day object the use 
diphtheritic anti-toxin because its price, when 
recognizes life-saving measure; nor will 
object the cost pure milk for feeding his 
infant when educated the medical profes- 
sion the fact that also life-saving meas- 
ure. The demand for high-priced milk must, 
however, limited one any community, and 
with large proportion the people will have 
used medicine rather than food for 
genera! household consumption. 

This work must taken the medical 
profession, and preferably, through the agency 
the county medical society the community. 
Milk Commissions should established all 
cities. The better class dairymen (and these 
mean those dealers who have control over their 
own farms, not those who act merely middle- 
men) should invited co-operate. small 
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proportion them will able bring their 
milk the required standard, and the profes- 
sion must encourage the successful ones doing 
everything their power inform the public 
that pure milk worth more than unclean milk. 
This will difficult time like the present, 
when the tendency with this industry, like most 
others, toward large syndicates assuming the 
control the enterprise. Under such conditions 
will impossible attain supervision over the 
quality the supply. The dairyman will natur- 
ally slow co-operate and assume the addi- 
tional expense necessary, unless can as- 
sured the existence the demand. The re- 
sponsibility, therefore, clearly rests with the medi- 
cal profession, for them, and them only, 
must look for the education the public 
this matter. 
CONCLUSIONS. 

Uncooked milk necessary for the success- 
ful artificial feeding infants. 

Uncooked milk, harmless food, must 
clean and free from pathogenic bacteria and 
chemicals. 

Such milk can obtained only medical 
supervision over the details production, to- 
gether with regular veterinarian inspection the 
herds. 

Such inspection can most successfully 
accomplished under the auspices the county 
medical society the community. 

The demand for such milk must accom- 
plished the instruction the public the 
medical profession.

investigate the etiology rhachitis 
find that variety causes are described and 
furthermore, that may almost take our choice 
for, Strumpell says, “Although clinical 
and anatomical phenomena rhachitis have 
been often and accurately investigated, the true 
cause the disease still remains entirely un-

known.” speaks the lactic acid theory 
and the influence phosphorus and lime. 
refers Oppenheimer’s malarial theory and 
the theory heredity, the proof which latter, 
says, lacking. Osler refers the geogra- 
phical and racial conditions operative the 
causation. Vienna and London, says that 
per cent the children presenting 
clinics are rhachitic. starchy diet, too much 
cow’s milk, and indiscriminate feeding; but, 
continues, something more required beyond 
these, for the children healthy parents who 
have ample quantity proper food may become 
rhachitic. says that there evidence that 
the disease hereditary, but there probably 
fetal form. 

the real issue this paper show the 
relation improper feeding the diseases con- 
sidered, have stepped aside from the multiplic- 
ity theories and searched for support the 
view which maintains that improper feeding 
the chief etiologic factor the production 
rickets, scurvy and marasmus. 

Dr. Charles O’Donovan, giving represen- 
tation the relation which food maintains the 
production rickets, cites case which illus- 
trative the manner which great many 
subjects are fed infancy. says: 
“The mothers are impressed with the idea that 
the food for the child must ‘strong’ and con- 
sequently give the child anything but milk, just 
soon this possible, and have result 
gastro-intestinal irritations, and the majority 
cases rickets.” One child was brought 
him months old, weighing pounds. was 
rhachitic, extremely feeble and undeveloped; 
without teeth. Yet the child had been born 
healthy and had grown long the mother 
had nursed it, and not until was given all 
sorts food did become rhachitic. about 
five months began eat potatoes and cabbage, 
and any other vegetable meat that happened 
the table and soon, much the sur- 
prise the family, began show signs 
distress. was accused the trouble 
and had been “teething” ever since without the 
development single tooth. When the woman 
was asked she gave the child milk she said 
that milk always disagreed with and was re- 
fused. This was not so, for when the child was 
taken the hospital and placed milk diet 
improved forthwith. 

reviewing the papers presented the last 
twenty years the relation improper feeding 
the production rickets, cannot help but 
note that the element fat seems bear rela- 
tion the causation the disease. claimed 
that rhachitis does not exist Japan and the 
explanation advanced the reason this is, 
that the Japanese have always eaten plentifully 
the fats and oils fishes, the blubber 
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whales, the eel and the loach. Among animal 
experiments find that Guerin gave puppies 
diet meat for months. They became rha- 
chitic. Other puppies which were suckled did 
not. meeting the British Medical Asso- 
ciation held August, 1888, Dr. Cheadle 
read instructive paper rhachitis, which 
said that feeding young animals the 
Zoological Gardens strongly supported the theory 
that deficiency animal fats and earthy salts 
the most important factor the production 
rickets. the Zoological Gardens young 
monkeys were taken from their mothers and fed 
with diet vegetables and fruits. They 
came rhachitic. Two young bears were fed with 
rice, biscuits, and occasionally with lean meats 
which they licked, but rarely ate. They died 
extreme rhachitis while still young. Cheadle 
states that litters lions died successively 
rhachitis, and the next brood were fed cod 
liver oil, purified bones and milk. The addition 
fat and bones their diet caused change, 
and eighteen months later, when the young lions 
were last examined, they were apparently 
healthy.. Lewis Smith concludes from this 
that the more the causation rhachitis elu- 
cidated observations man and experiments 
animals, the stronger the evidence that the 
cause dietetic. 

Garrod and Fletcher England, have studied 
“The Maternal Factors the Causation 
Rickets,” and state that many other causes than 
dietary ones are active the etiology. They 
enumerate eight chief ante-partum causes and 
three chief post-partum causes, apart from errors 
dietetics, which appear them influence the 
origination the disease the infant. They 
cite case each instance and each instance 
aver that the food was beyond reproach, consist- 
ing either breast milk sound dairy milk, 
diluted. But against this position, may 
justly follow the work pediatrists this coun- 
try who affirm that sound dairy milk not al- 
ways sound food for the child, not only 
varies its consistency, but also the character 
its constituents compared with woman’s 
milk. Dr. Sherman paper read before this 
Society 1896, shows the difference Leeds’ 
analysis:

Leeds sums follows: average 
human milk has one half one per cent more 
fat than average sound dairy milk and two and 
one-quarter per cent more lactose. the other 
hand, has one-half one per cent less mineral 


matter and what more important, but two per 
cent albumenoids, about one-half much 
cow’s milk. each case the albuminoids con- 
sist casein and lactalbumin. The former 
precipitated acid and the latter heat, but 
the coagula cow’s casein are large and coarse 
clots, those formed woman’s casein are finely 
divided, soluble flakes.

SCURVY. 

Infantile scorbutus disease whose history 
quite interesting the student medical 
literature because, although the disease has un- 
doubtedly existed for very long time, 
long, probably, the other infantile diseases, 
its true nature escaped observation until very 
recent period. While undoubtedly the disease 
was known England, was confounded with 
rickets and designated acute rickets and called 
Barlow’s disease. But 1894 Northrup and 
Crandall, most interesting and instructive 
pointed out that there probably such 
disease acute rickets and that cases presenting 
symptoms known under the head acute rha- 
chitis are either rickets associated with scorbutus, 
they are genuine scurvy, unaccompanied 
any other disease. 

Scurvy may appear any period infancy 
early childhood, but most common between 
the and the 14th months life. char- 
acterized lesions hemorrhagic nature, 
due probably diapedesis, especially subperiosteal 
hemorrhages, hemorrhages into the muscular 
tissues, into the skin and mucous membranes. 

Lack fresh food the most important 
cause. The use proprietary foods and con- 
densed milk produce more scurvy than all other 
methods feeding. Anzmia and malnutrition 
are peculiar sallow complex- 
ion feature. 

Scurvy frequently superadded rhachitis, but 
large number cases evidence rickets 
present. So-called acute rickets is, most 
cases, and probably all, rickets complicated 
Pain constant symptom. devel- 
ops early and usually intense. One the pe- 
culiar featyres the disease varying degree 
immobility the extremities which fre- 
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quently marked simulate paralysis. This 
pseudo-paralysis disappears with the subsidence 
the scorbutus. 

Subcutaneous hemorrhages, well hemor- 
rhages from the cavities the body are common. 
The condition the gums characteristic. 
They are purplish, soft, spongy and bleeding, 
and frequently show decided ulcerations. When 
the teeth have not been erupted, changes the 
gums are either slight entirely absent. Painful 
swelling the lower extremities the most 
constant the upper extremities are 
rarely involved. The thigh affected more fre- 
quently than any other region. 

Children suffering from scurvy commonly pre- 
sent the following symptoms: Anzmia, intense 
pain motion, spongy and bleeding gums, swell- 
ing the lower extremities, usually the thigh. 
There may also purpura echymosis, dis- 
charge blood from the various cavities the 
body and pseudo-paralysis. 

Seurvy, when untreated, very fatal disease 
when recognized and properly treated rapid 
and complete cure effected. The result anti- 
scorbutic treatment is, fact, one the most 
certain means diagnosis. 

Scurvy may mistaken for rheumatism, stom- 
atitis, rickets, sarcoma, osteitis and infantile par- 
alysis. Scurvy dietetic disease and must 
cured dietetic treatment. Fresh milk, beef 
juice and orange juice are the most effective 
remedies. 

MARASMUS. 


Infantile atrophy disease which extreme 
atrophy all the muscular tissues takes place 
without, far are able make out, any 
disease other organs. The cause unknown. 
may dependent grave intestinal disturb- 
ances toxic organic origin. 

Pathologically the lymph glands have received 
some attention this disease. They are found 
somewhat enlarged times. The mucous and 
submucous tissues the intestines show atrophic 
changes. 

The symptoms are those starvation. Emaci- 
ation the prominent symptom. The appetite 
lessened, the temperature normal sub- 
normal. The pulse weak and the respirations 
are generally normal. There vomiting and the 
weight diminishes and the infant may die from 
exhaustion. 

The diagnosis from general tuberculosis, 
from which diagnosticated its response 
good food. the ordinary cases starvation 
which result from improper food, from lack 
food, diet, carefully adapted the age the 
child, soon followed rapid improvement. 
The prognosis bad, especially during the first 
year life. 

The treatment consists such modification

Conclusions: concluding may say that, 
was intention deal only with the 
relation improper feeding these diseases, 
have not attempted description the interest- 
ing pathology rhachitis, its symptomatology, 
its prognosis its diagnosis, these sub- 
jects are wide their scope and require time 
for their consideration. Furthermore, have not 
given much attention the part played propri- 
etary foods the production these diseases 
because their variation from woman’s milk 
great that they have received consideration from 
nearly every author who has written these 
diseases. The part played fat its relation 
rhachitis and infantile atrophy seems 
deserving notice. 

late Kassowitz and Stoeltzner have given 
considerable study the cellular pathology and 
biology rhachitis, search its true etiology. 
Ritterhain, Pfeiffer and Henoch have studied 
the disease its relation heredity. But whether 
the true light will thrown the etiology from 
the realms cellular pathology and biology, 
whether heredity plays more part the 
causation than have heretofore granted it, 
the fact remains the same, that improper feeding 
bears definite relation the production rha- 
chitis, does also infantile scorbutus and 
infantile atrophy. 


THE HOME MODIFICATION MILK.* 


SCARCELY need remarked that 
given number artificially fed infants, 
far the greater percentage will nourished 

with cows’ milk modified home.

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Particularly this outside the larger 
cities, while the smaller towns and the coun- 
try laboratory milk out the question. This 
applies with increased force our sparsely popu- 
lated country the Pacific Coast. For this rea- 
son, artificial feeding means with the most 
the home modification milk. 

The increased importance accorded this sub- 
ject most impressed upon the younger genera- 
tion practitioners, when referring the earlier 
writers the last century, and one need 
further back than the sixties. Lewis Smith 
devotes three pages the body his work and 
six pages the appendix artificial feeding. 
Compare this with twentieth century text-book, 
and even allowing for the padding pernicious 
vogue, mark the difference. 

Commensurate with the increase amount 
attention devoted the subject the success at- 
tending the procedure. The artificially fed infant 
who lived New York the middle the last 
century was almost certainly doomed. gener- 
ally ends death, preceded evidences faulty 
nutrition. More than half the New York 
spoonfed infants who enter the summer months 
die before the return cool weather unless saved 
the majority live and artificial feeding ap- 
pears nearly favorable wet-nursing.” 

This the key note the whole question. The 
pediatrist the middle the nineteenth century 
had not yet learned clean. the country 
was so, perforce, great degree, the 
country babe lived where the city babe died, the 
victim invisible and unrecognized filth. 

There was nothing remarkable this when 
consider the appalling rapidity with which bac- 
teria all sorts grow excellent culture 
medium milk. the bacteria could ban- 
ished, artificial feeding would robbed al- 
most all its terrors. Organic chemistry still 
too feeble help humanized casein, but 
babe with comparatively sterile digestive tract 
can struggle pretty successfully with casein 
foreign its needs, even excess, while the 
child whose mucous membranes are sown with 
putrefactive bacteria through the submucosa, 
powerless. 

most cases accurate modification milk 
out the question home. requires daily 
analysis the supplied milk, and exactness 
the addition ingredients which shall not 
find the mother the nurse—we shall have 
satisfied with approximate accuracy. But 
not believe that high degree exactness 
necessary. The daily variations modified 
milk are not apt greater than the normal 
daily variation proportions human milk, and 
that not found detrimental the child. 

Attention must paid chiefly the milk sup- 
plied, with respect its cleanliness. Where 


certified milk had, the problem pretty 
easily solved. The physician has then only see 
that the milk properly treated after reception 
into the house. case, commonest, cer- 
tified milk cannot had, the best procedure 
for the physician personally inspect dairies 
until finds one whose methods satisfy him, this 
inspection repeated certain intervals. 
When thus satisfied with their manner hand- 
ling the milk, let him insist upon milk from that 
dairy alone. 

The cream supply attended with more diffi- 
culties for two reasons. the first place, the 
fat value cream supplied the dairy 
very variable, say from per cent. Mani- 
festly accurate modification can done with 
cream which varies greatly, and whose propor- 
tions cannot know without daily analysis. 

But this not all. milk often swarming 
with bacteria, this ten times more with 
cream, particularly warm weather. Cream 
sold the dairies should let alone absolutely. 

The only way out the difficulty use the 
top milk the selected dairy. using Chapin’s 
Cuthbert’s table, one can arrive fairly con- 
stant proportion fat the milk mixture. 

There remains but one ingredient whose purity 
generally regarded necessary insure, 
and that the sugar. When milk sugar used 
must used considerable quantities, and the 
purity the article really moment. pure 
milk sugar can obtained and decided 
use lactose the guaranteed article should in- 


sisted upon. there any doubt the matter 


all, certainly better use cane sugar, 
which had almost anywhere high 
state purity. 

The food value milk sugar not any 
means settled, and undoubtedly better, far 
know present, use good cane sugar 
preference impure milk sugar. 

Supposing that one has certificated milk with 
minimum number colonies bacteria the 
cubic centimeter, and that the milk has been kept 
the proper temperature until reaches the 
home, now put into refrigerator this 
milk may used without further precaution than 
sterilization the vessels into which may 
come, and the other ingredients the mixture. 

Unless such milk obtainable, each portion 
for feeding must partly sterilized before use. 
Absolute sterilization means temperature 
100° for hours, longer time than 
practicable under ordinary circumstances, and 
longer than necessary when the milk 
used immediately after preparation. supply 
being prepared for voyage, absolute steriliza- 
tion requisite. 

hardly need remarked that sterilization 
can more than kill the germs contained 


the milk. The poisonous products bacterial 
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growth are unaffected and, after decomposition 
milk has proceeded past certain point, 
amount sterilization will make that milk whole- 
some. This point needs especially impressed 
upon the nurse the mother the child. 

moot point the diluent used. Shall 
use water, gruel various cereals, pre- 
pared infant foods? The casein cows’ milk 
different from human casein that none but 
the more robust infant can digest undiluted 
unchahged. 

Can the necessary, the nearest approach 
the necessary, modification attained simple 
dilution, can best done the aid 
suspended starch? Rotch uncompromisingly 
favor the use water, asserting that the 
alleged mechanical separation curds starch 
particles fallacy. There seems good 
reason for this opinion, and taking into consider- 
ation the ill effects starch likely produced 
the intestinal tract, starchy diluents had 
general better rejected. 

The prepared foods hardly need consideration. 
They play the same role infant feeding that 
filled drug therapy the ready-made pre- 
scription: That is, they are used the indolent 
careless physician who finds the preparation 
milk mixture extemporaneous prescribing 
too much tax his time and his brain. 

Dilution with whey, the other hand, has 
much recommend it. Whey procurable 
without great trouble, need more carrier 
infection than the milk from which ob- 
tained, and the whey proteids are more like the 
proteids human milk than those whole milk. 

the struggle for sterile milk with not 
too large proportion assimilable proteids, an- 
other factor frequently forgotten: That is, the 
fat content. Some infants will not tolerate the 
usual fat proportion, whereas, with the fat almost 
entirely removed, they flourish. 

The relative acidity milk depends largely 
the amount bacterial growth therein, hence 
the more carefully the milk handled, the less 
will the necessity for addition lime water, 
which probably the most advantageous form 
which add alkali. 

constant amount lime water for ad- 
dition can stated. 

Condensed milk demands more than word. 
The widespread use this preparation, the ease 
with which can prepared, and the apparently 
happy results make difficult attack. 

There doubt that occasionally child who 
has rejected every milk mixture and every food 
previously, will suddenly improve when put upon 
condensed milk, and the improvement may 
lasting. But, there likewise doubt that the 
resisting power condensed milk-fed infants 
low, the fat flabby, and the predisposition 
rickets and scurvy increased many fold. Con- 


densed milk must not used. The excuses for 
its use, ease preparation and cheapness, are 
worse than none. 

fine, our dependence must cows’ milk, 
sterile nearly may be, diluted, sweetened, 
salted, and enriched with added cream. 

must.be assured clean milk from the 


dairy, and the manipulation this milk after re- 


ception into the home must such that 
offered the child nearly sterile care can 
make it. lies the success the home 
modification milk.

PERILS AND ACCIDENTS THE OPERATION AND 
UNSATISFACTORY RESULTS SOMETIMES 
FOLLOWING 


When one who has had experience these 
operations reads statements reporting long list 
cases operated without deaths and all perfectly 
cured, which, course, take mean the ability 
empty the bladder entirely and with conve- 
nience, would seem that the procedure al- 
ways easy execution, that there are dangers, 
and there need never any anxiety about the 
outcome life, and the ultimate perfect 
restoration the power voluntary urination. 
not deceived such reports. Some peo- 
ple die the hands every operator, and mis- 
representation with regard the dangers, dif-

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ficulties, and annoyances will not help popu- 
larize these operations with the medical profes- 
sion. 

the suprapubic operation, one has deal 
always with the possible dangers urinary in- 
filtration, and, times, with profuse hemor- 
rhages. Where there great removal tissue, 
may followed the formation very 
irregular cicatrices about the base the bladder, 
with sometimes such deformity the bladder 
neck that continuous leakage occurs, necessitat- 
ing the use rubber urinal. Where the tu- 
mors removed are fibroid, are dense and ad- 
herent necessary bite them off piece 
piece rongeurs serrated scissors. The pres- 
sure the knuckles the hand used for enuclea- 
tion the handles the rongeurs often de- 
stroys the vitality the fatty tissues the ab- 
domen about the cut, the cellular tissue front 
the bladder, sometimes the bladder wall 
itself, producing necrosis subsequently 
sloughing, and the wound slow heal 
sometimes leaves fistula, which requires one 
more subsequent plastic operations close. 

The leakage from suprapubic wound al- 
ways very disagreeable and annoying the pa- 
tient. Even after the voluntary power urina- 
tion restored the fistula may remain open for 
days for weeks, and occasionally portion 
the urine will escape from when the bladder 
distended. have seen men much more troub- 
led about this, and much more miserable over it, 
than they were when they could not urinate 
all, and were suffering intensely every minute 
the day from obstruction. 

The difficulties the perineal operation are 
not usually great. Its perils consist in: 

(1) The making irregular tear the 
bulbous urethra the assistant who holds the 
staff thrusting awkwardly violently 
through the bulb. This gives rise very pro- 
longed healing the urethral wound, and some- 
times the formation fistula difficult 
repair. 

(2) When the prostatic capsule entered and 
attempt made enucleate its contents, 
line cleavage can found and persistence 
effort excochleate may lead tearing 
away the organ from the pelvic tissues mak- 
ing room for urinary infiltration and subsequent 
infection. 

(3) fibroid growths are removed piece- 
meal with scissors and rongeur, leaves very 
irregular channel, which subsequently tends 
contract, making resistance the entrance 
any instrument, and interfering part, 
whole, with the expulsion the urine, that 
the individual better off than before. one 
case Bottini had subsequently done be- 
fore the power urination was restored. 
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Los Angeles, March 13, 1903. S., 68, farmer. 
Patient has led catheter life for 
three years, and had frequency with difficulty 
urinating for year previous. Urethra passable 
frequently only stiff catheter loaded with man- 
drin. Frequency about ninety minutes. 

Operation—Perineal prostatectomy. was believed 
that the prostate would excochleate readily, but 
was irregular and dense intra-urethrally that 
was suspected cancerous; line cleavage 
could found. Attempts enucleate either 
side resulted opening the tissues the pelvis out- 
side the capsule. Being without the Bottini, 
suprapubic incision was made, and much the 
rubber ball-like substance removed rongeurs 
was necessary provide channel sufficient 
admit two fingers. Drained both ways metallic 
perineal tube and DePezzer’s suprapubic. Tubes 
removed fourth day. Perineal wound healed 
eighth day. Suprapubic wound closed the eigh- 
teenth day, but urine passing was reopened 
and small DePezzer tube reinserted. April 
Bottini was done under Nervanin; cocaine anesthe- 
sia. Three incisions, each three centimeters long, 
were made the floor and each side the com- 
mencement the urethra. 

April 17th: Voluntary urination; good full stream, 
which empties the viscus. Much slough has passed 
away the bladder washings. 

Cure practically finished April 18th; suprapubic 
tube removed April 20th. All urine passing 
natural passage full stream. 


The perineal operation may appear per- 
fect and the real obstruction intravesical, re- 


quiring suprapubic operation the following 
case: 


C., Nov. 16, 1899. Sent Dr. Buell; age 
69. Occupation, mercantile agent; diagnosis, pros- 
tatism; history, attack retention 1895. four 
five years previously, increased frequency and dif- 
ficulty passing urine. Between 1895 and the pres- 
ent time has had number attacks reten- 
tion with symptoms uremia and was once confined 
bed for six months. Has led continuous catheter 
life for about year. 

organs healthy. Prostate 
greatly enlarged, the right side more than the left. 
The growths appear adenoid. Seminal vesi- 
cles healthy. Bladder capacity 300 cc. Residual 
urine 180 cc. 

January 1899. Being very weak and unwilling 
cut, the patient submitted Bottini opera- 
tion under local anesthesia, cc. per cent 
Nervanin solution for the bladder and few drops 
per cent cocaine solution for posterior urethra. 
One posterior incision 344 cm. Time minutes; 
current amperes; very slight hemorrhage; re- 
covery without incident. January 30, able 
pass ounces urine with each effort. March 
22d, passing urine easily intervals two 
three hours. Uses catheter once night relieving 
himself ounces. 

continued this condition until June, 1902, 
and became strong, able work and enjoy himself. 
Then there being increasing difficulty the passage 
the catheter and increased residual, con- 
sented perineal prostatectomy. This was done 
with some difficulty, the growth being very dense 
and difficult excochleate. The portions that were 
easiest remove were those about the scar the 
Bottini burn. The bladder had very deep bas-fond 
back the urethral pillars. Weight prostatic 
tissue removed grammes. Calculus removed 
same time weighed grammes. This operation was 
done Murphy’s method. left very hard scar, 
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which, its contraction, obstructed the urethra 
and was very painful. the time operation 
finger entered the bladder, and was swept well 
around the lower part its neck, and could not de- 
tect any further obstruction, with the exception 
very teat the left and below the urethral 
orifice. was not believed that this would lead 
any difficulty, and was let alone. The operation 
did not give the patient any relief. September 
was really worse off than had been June. 
succeeded cystoscoping him, and found there were 
two obstructive elements. One was the contraction 
the perineal scar, and the other moderate sized 
tumor, springing from the upper right hand segment 
the vesical neck, very irregular and connected 
with the prostate. perineal incision was made and 
the hardened cicatrix removed where pressed upon 
the urethra. The bladder was opened suprapubically 
and the prostatic growth removed with great diffi- 
culty rongeurs. Recovery was uneventful. Peri- 
neal wound healed ten days. The healing the 
suprapubic wound was delayed reason the 
violence done the tissues using the rongeur. 
was passing water naturally, and his wounds were 
closed the end three weeks. empties his 
bladder completely, has not rise more than once 
night; has become strong and vigorous and able 
attend his business continuously.

decided operation. The enlarged glands were 
enucleated without difficulty, but one piece slipped 
away and got into the bladder. required long 
time recover it. His external wound healed ten 
days. The urine passed the urethra naturally 
when was lying bed after twelve days, but 
could not retain when walking about for nearly 
six weeks. This was due the undue stretching 
the bladder neck the tumor having grown into 
directly from both sides the urethra, which inter- 
fered very greatly with the restoration its tonicity. 
Within three months retained his urine perfectly 
and his bladder empties itself the last drop. 
sleeps all night and only urinates four five times 
during the twenty-four hours. 


This case illustrates very nicely commencing 
prostatic obstruction, its development and cure. 

(5) When the tissues the bladder have been 
greatly bruised sharp stones before the opera- 
tion, where the urine hopelessly alkaline, 
with all that condition implies, all wounded sur- 
faces within the bladder and sometimes within the 
prostate become covered with phosphatic incrus- 
tations.

stop the hemorrhage breaking them 
hydrogen dioxide normal salt solution and 
subsequently them out with Chismore 
evacuator. the second case the bleeding could 
not controlled, and had suprapubic 


cystotomy under the most unfavorable conditions, 
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and pack the urethra from within and without the 
bladder with gauze, steeped solution adren- 
alin chloride. This packing had tightly 
placed that was followed slight slough 
the rectal wall which has been very difficult 
repair. 

(7) There another danger which have 
discovered these perineal operations where one 
more small nodules are imbedded directly

Weight 
stones grammes. Confined bed for twenty- 
four hours. week was able pass some 
urine and catherterize himself reasonable inter- 
vals without pain. 

February 12, 1902. Removed prostate median 
perineal route his request. There has been great 
pain recently and catheterization longer possi- 
ble. The lateral enlargement came away quite 
easily, but set about the bladder neck just under the 
mucous membrane, were lot small nodules like 
pearls ring. After much patience succeeded 
removing five six these. There were two 
considerable .size beneath the tissues the bladder 
front each ureteral opening. Suppuration had 
taken place these and opened them through the 
floor the bladder with long capsule knife and 
enucleated them, but they were very adherent, and 
using too great traction upon one with volcellum 
turned the bladder neck inside out, removing 
with the tumors surrounding and part the 
sphincter muscle attached before recognized it. 
say was astounded and dismayed would not 
express feelings. placed No. soft rubber 
drainage tube the opening and the wound 
closed reduced the calibre until No. was used. 
The perineal wound was kept open until the bladder 
made reservoir for 240 urine while the patient 
was prone. leaked while after getting out 
bed, but seven weeks was urinating clear urine 
250 time, and had full control his bladder 
all times and full sized sound could passed 
his bladder. 

the time the operation removed about 
sixteen stones and the left ureter was dilated 
that could introduce the end index 
finger into it. 

have seen him this very day and well, and 
states has difficulty holding his urine for 
four hours, does not have rise night, and can 
project the stream fully three feet from his body. 


(8) making the perineal incision very 
large stout men with deep, strong perineums,

All eventually came hold 
reasonable amount urine, and not know 
any who ultimately had residual more 
than cubic centimeters. have never yet seen 
one these cases put condition where 
was not necessary urinate least four five 
times during the twenty-four hours, and not 
look for this. think that when one takes old 
man who cannot urinate all, whose urine 
foul, whose bladder distorted, its walls thick-

haps contains one more sharp irritating stones, 
whose ureters are dilated and whose kidneys are 
filled with pus, who weak and sallow and ure- 
mic, and who cannot sleep because has pass 
catheter every fifteen twenty minutes and 
this catheter inserted with great muscular ef- 
fort, causing much pain and frequently bleeding, 
obtaining only few teaspoonfuls tablespoon- 
fuls urine each urination, and one operates 
him, clearing the membranous and prostatic ure- 
thra and the bladder neck from the tumors press-

cases that have received the above benefit from 
the operation prostatectomy prostatotomy. 
the operation prostatotomy the Bottini 
method, have not the time tell you what 
believe its full value, only repeat what 
have already intimated you several times 
this paper, that possesses very real surgical 
value. There are certain cases prostatic ob- 
struction which preferred and will 
give better results than any cutting operation. 


any case where the sufferer keenly dreads the 
knife, many millions our fellow-men do, 
should, will accept the responsibility, 
always given the benefit the Bottini opera- 
tion, where will not submit prostatectomy. 
The surgeon who pretends special skill dis- 
eased conditions the bladder outlet shows 
wisdom sneering this operation and re- 
fusing acquire skill its application. know 
this ground supported the two genito- 
urinary surgeons who, think, have their dis- 
posal and directly under their control greater 
amount genito-urinary material than any 
others America, mean Drs.

HUMBOLDT COUNTY.

Falk Eureka; McKinnon 
Arcata; Doherty Fortuna, and Ross Ferndale, 
was appointed draft fee bill which, while not 
binding the members would serve guide 
the profession throughout the county. 

Dr. Falk reported case hydatiform 
mole with following history: Patient called his 
office April 30th complaining having had irregular 
hemorrhages from uterus for some weeks; family 
history negative; previous health good; had three 
healthy children, youngest two and half years old; 
miscarriages; menstruation regular until January 
this year; missed January and February, and con- 
cluded she was pregnant; March 10th she began 
flow slightly and continued almost steadily 
until April 30th. She was very anemic. Examina- 
tion revealed enlarged uterus reaching nearly 
umbilicus; smooth and freely movable cervix, soft, 
patulous. She was ordered bed and given 
calomel divided doses till bowels moved, followed 
saline. May ist condition unchanged; May 
found patient had been flowing more freely during 
the forenoon and was decided dilate cervix suf- 
ficiently allow digital exploration uterus, which 
revealed grape-like mass uterus. part this 
was pinched off with placental forceps for examina- 
tion. The part removed was made little cysts 
about the size color gooseberries. The va- 
gina was thoroughly tamponed and patient was sent 
hospital where, May 3d, the uterus was emptied 
with finger and curette. The mass removed was 
made little cysts similar sample first re- 


moved. There was little hemorrhage and recovery 
was uneventful. June 6th the patient presented her- 
self doctor’s office feeling perfectly well. Examin- 
ation showed uterus normal size. Specimen re- 
moved from uterus was exhibited the society. 
Paper was read Dr. Felt, amenorrhea, stating 
that while amenorrhea was symptom only, was 


such frequent occurrence that had come 


considered almost disease itself. Its pathology 
was the pathology the underlying condition 
cause. Amongst its many causes were shock, preg- 
nancy, exposure cold, lack exercise, closure 
cervical canal vagina, imperfect hymen, atrophy 
and degeneration ovaries, rudimentary develop- 
ment uterus and ovaries. diagnosing amenor- 
rhea, must distinguished from retention 
menses due atresia cervical canal, imperfect 
hymen, etc., where menstruation occurred, but 
flow was seen. Prognosis depended upon whether 
not the cause could removed. amenorrhea 
due absence non-development ovaries 
uterus prognosis -was, course, bad. Where 
was due imperfect hymen closure cervical 
canal, removal these conditions would generally 
cure the amenorrhea. treatment, due any 
diseased condition system, treat the diseases. 
Stenosis uterus canal could treated surgically 
with electricity. The most obstinate trouble- 
some cases were those with undeveloped ovaries 
uterus, but these cases much could accom- 
plished general hygienic treatment, hot baths and 
douches, and electricity locally applied.

CALIFORNIA ACADEMY MEDICINE.

Ray Wilbur, D., read exhaustive report 
the recent typhoid fever epidemic Palo Alto, giving 
statistics infection, progress and treatment the 
disease. Dr. Wilbur, through examinations and in- 
vestigations made during and since the epidemic, 
found the source infection lie the milk supply 
the town and university, primarily contaminated 
water used dairies contiguous territory. 
said the water supply and sewerage system both 
town and university were good. described indi- 
vidual cases, showing charts temperature and 
pulse, directing attention the large number cases 
where the temperature was subnormal. collapse 
used, when symptoms first appeared, hot brandy 
and water; found use nitro-glycerin, camphoretted 
oil and ether and oil very satisfactory; last resort 
extreme cases employed saline infusion. 
used ice pack with good results. 

Dr. Kerr said that the large number cases 
ported Dr. Wilbur showing subnormal tempera- 
tures was point great importance. Physicians 
are apt pay too much attention temperature and 
too little pulse. thought the first condition 
awaken suspicion the dicrotic pulse. did 
not wish belittle the importance temperature 
observations, but the pulse should watched very 
carefully. 

Dr. Moffitt said one point importance that 
first symptoms are apt dismissed too readily; 
that patients complaining slight cold, grip, ordi- 
nary fevers and the like, should placed under ob- 
servation the fear that typhoid might develop. 
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Dr. Cheney said these cases everything depends 
attention When the number cases 
coming under Dr. Wilbur’s care considered, the 
amount work done him little short mar- 
velous. Then, facilities for proper treatment small 
places are much less than large cities, and the 
physician there has work disadvantage. 
thought practice avoided was doing too 
much the early stages typhoid; there was too 
much therapy. 

Dr. Brown inquired the reported cases collapse 
was preceded high fever. 

Dr. Evans directed attention the necessity 
careful investigation milk and water supply. 
said from personal investigation thought San Fran- 
cisco was danger typhoid epidemic through the 
milk supply. said the medical profession owes 
duty the community this important matter. 

Dr. Ryfkogle referred examinations had con- 
ducted his laboratory specimens water and 
milk sent from Palo Alto dairies. had found 
typhoid bacilli them. 

Dr. Carpenter inquired why operations had not been 
done cases perforation. 

Dr. Wilbur, closing the discussion, said 
agreed with Dr. Kerr the importance dicro- 
tism the pulse symptom. lost cases 
through collapse, which frequently followed high tem- 
peratures. thought operation the height 
the disease extremely dangerous; the whole system 
was trying repel disease, and the administration 
anesthetic would attended with grave danger.

the effort condense has not been permitted 
the point eliminating anything necessary for the 
proper understanding the subject. 

The friendly association the best the profes- 
sions medicine and pharmacy with large commer- 
cial interests, necessarily demands the most careful 
and cautious treatment that may beneficial 
the public and the manufacturer without detracting 
from the reputations the professional men who en- 
gage upon the work casting suspicion upon their 
motives their integrity. the same time, large 
amount work would necessarily fall upon the pro- 
fessional side such association, and the cost 
performing the work would have defrayed 
some manner. has seemed less than right 
that this cost should met those who are com- 
mercially interested and profit from the manufac- 
ture the products which would considered 
such association. Furthermore, vitally neces- 
sary that such association should possess the 
right determine who may and may not re- 
ceived association, and what products its asso- 
ciates may receive its attention, and the standards 
identity, purity, quality strength which these 
products should comply. must also position 
instruct the public and the professions upon mat- 
ters connected with its work and upon subjects that 
are sufficient interest the professions the 
public. 

accomplish these ends and secure the protec- 
tion the professional men who shall chosen 
undertake the work outlined, the following de- 
tailed plan has been suggested:

order have proper legal and business stand- 
ing, the work should done corporation. 


not intended that profit shall made from the 


undertaking, the corporation should member- 
ship and not joint stock corporation. pro- 
posed incorporate under the laws the State 
New York, membership corporation known 
the National Bureau Medicines and Foods. 
The membership this bureau shall two 
more classes. All members the American Medical 
Association and the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation should scientific members the bureau. 
The organization should effected fully 
protect the American Medical Association and the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, their agents 
and all their members, who become members 
the proposed bureau, from all possibility being in- 
volved legal other complications that might as- 
sail the proposed bureau. Those manufacturers 
whose goods might requested vouch for, 
should admitted associate membership, but 
should have voice the control the bureau. 
The control the bureau should placed the 
hands board ten directors, five elected 
each association, one from each association retiring 
annually, and his successor elected for five years. 
This board directors, with the exception its 
secretary, who should devote all his time the work, 
should not receive salaries, but should receive mile- 
age and per diem when called upon attend meet- 
ings the board its committees. The board 
should, consultation with the manufacturer, fix 
standards identity, purity, quality and strength, 
not conflict with the United States Pharmacopeia, 
and the manufacturer, having agreed these stand- 
ards, should contract with the bureau comply with 
them until altered common consent and vote 
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the board; and comply with all rules governing 
him the manufacture his product, such rules 
having been formulated consultation between the 
board and the manufacturer, and accepted both. 
eight-tenths vote the board should required 
accept reject any application for associate mem- 
bership, adopt any rule the bureau, 
accept reject any product presented asso- 
ciate manufacturer for proper control the bureau. 
manufacturer person employed any manu- 
facturer products that might come within the 
scope the work the proposed bureau, and 
person engaged their distribution sale, should 
eligible the board directors, unless approved 
three-fourths vote the council the American 
Pharmaceutical Association three-fourths vote 
the House Delegates the American Medical 
Association, respectively. 

By-laws should carefully drawn and adopted 
the board, and thereafter should require 
unanimous vote the board alter amend them 
any way. They should very broad and general, 
covering only vital principles, and all details. should 
formulated the shape rules which could 
altered abolished occasion required, only 
eight-tenths vote the board. 

The business side the bureau shoutd con- 
sidered with less care than that devoted the 
scientific side. While would not the purpose 
the bureau make money, should the aim 
its administration confine the cost the lowest 
amount consistent with properly carrying the 
work, for any event this sum would large one. 
Modern business methods should adopted and one 
general responsible head appointed the board 
directors. Under him should such persons 
may required carry the work under the rules 
and regulations established the board, and 
should their duty see that proper and competent 
persons only were employed. The board directors, 
such, should not come into direct contact with the 
business side the bureau, nor with the commercial 
interests involved. should act supervisorial 
capacity; should say absolutely what rules, stand- 
ards, etc., were followed, and should see that 
proper business department then carried out 
rules. 

should the purpose the bureau work 
perfect harmony with the United States Government 
authorities and especially with the Department Ag- 
riculture. case future legislation the United 
States Government, some the functions this 
proposed bureau might modified transferred 
the proper government department. The ever-pres- 
ent hope that such legislation will eventually 
enacted should not, however, interfere with the care- 
ful consideration the bureau plan, nor with its 
acceptance found satisfactory. Unless spurred 
some such individual effort, many more years 
may elapse before the enactment proper national 
legislation. Some features the work the bureau 
could hardly assumed the government; notably 
the dissemination accurate and reliable informa- 
tion relative manufacturers and their products, 
and especially newly discovered remedial agents, 
together with proper ethical supervision ad- 
vertising matter connected with the introduction 
such products. 

Existing laboratories should utilized far 
practicable prosecuting the work the bureau, 
making its original investigations and carrying 
the work check control, for two reasons: First, 
order incur greater expense than absolutely 
necessary; second, order encourage scientific 
enterprise where now already organized. 


The bureau should not issue blanket certificates. 
Each package any product that manufactured 
under the supervision the bureau and which com- 
plies with its rules and standards, and for which 
compliance some individual expert responsible, 
should, however, bear label setting forth that fact 
for the benefit and guidance the purchaser. 

nostrum, nor any medicinal product which the 
full formula giving all the active ingredients and 
couched the ordinary terms chemistry and 
pharmacy has not been not freely published, 
should any time permitted come within the 
supervision the bureau. 


DETAIL METHOD OPERATION. 


Any manufacturer desirous having one more 
his products placed under the supervision of, and 
certified the bureau, would first apply the sec- 
retary for associate membership, which application 
would carry with contract abide the rules 
the bureau (Appendix A). The application would 
then submitted the board directors, and 
the written approval majority them, such man- 
would accepted associate member- 
ship. 

associate member desiring have given 
product certified the bureau, would transmit 
the secretary proper application for that purpose, 
together with two samples the product ques- 
tion. One these samples should sealed and de- 
posited the custody the secretary; the other 
should transmitted the scientific department 
the bureau, together with instructions fully investi- 
gate the article, and compare with least two 
samples bought open market without the knowl- 
edge the manufacturer. When the scientific de- 
partment has obtained all the information desired 
the board directors, would transmit the same 
the board, who would then consider connec- 
tion with the application. found satisfactory, the 
board, conjunction with the manufacturer, would 
determine standard identity, purity, quality and 
strength, which this product should thereafter 
comply, and would formulate rules acceptable alike 
the board and the manufacturer, for the guid- 
ance the chemists the manufacturer the 
one hand, and the scientific department the 
other (Appendix D). 

These formalities having been complied with the 
satisfaction the board directors, the manufac- 
turer would then authorized print-upon the 
label each package each batch the product 
that had been approved the expert experts 
charge, attach each such package separate 
paster, setting forth the fact that the contents 
that unbroken original package had been certified 
the bureau under certain rules; and the manu- 
facturer might also print thereon the text these 
rules. Each and every such label paster should 
bear number which would indicate, through records 
kept the bureau, the date the particular 
batch and the expert experts,responsible for hav- 
ing approved the standard thereof. least two 
samples each batch should kept the bureau 
for period determined the board. 

least three times each year two samples 
each and every product bearing the certificate the 
bureau would purchased open market, differ- 
ent localities, and submitted careful examination 
the scientific department the bureau, order 
determine whether the standard established was 
being maintained the manufacturer. the stand- 
ard established was not being maintained, the certi- 
ficate the bureau should withdrawn. 

Unless all the products any manufacturer 
were certified the bureau, such manufacturer 
should not permitted advertise that his products 
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were certified the bureau, but all advertise- 
ments any certified products, should state that 
such products were certified. all his products 
were placed under the supervision the bureau, 
might advertise. 

associate member who might desire contract 
with the bureau submit any and all advertising 
matter relative one more certified products 
the censorship the bureau, could so. (Appendix 
C.) The bureau would then undertake place the 
censored and approved information concerning such 
products before the physicians and pharmacists 
the country dignified and strictly ethical and 
professional manner. These statements would and 
could with safety relied upon all the profes- 
sional interests, for they would practically the 
statements, not the interested manufacturer, but 
the disinterested board professional men com- 
posing the board directors the bureau. Careful 
inquiry amongst large number physicians has 
revealed unanimous desire receive such accurate 
and reliable information from wholly disinterested 
source. Statements issued the bureau would 
receive attention where statements issued the in- 
terested manufacturer would not read all, 
even read, would regarded with certain 
amount natural distrust. not proposed that 
the bureau shall deliver official opinions the 
therapeutic value any products; would simply 
certify their compliance with certain standards 
certain formulas. The statements which 
could disseminate regarding such products would 
confined statements fact regarding origin, com- 
position, chemical and physiologic action, etc., and 
the opinions qualified students and investigators 
which might collect and diffuse for the benefit 
all who might desire investigate make use 
such products. 


THE OPERATION APPLIED RETAIL PHARMACISTS. 


proposed that the retail pharmacist shall 
associate with the bureau sound professional 
basis. every way possible the bureau should 
endeavor aid and improve the profession phar- 
macy, and make more cordial the relations be- 
tween physicians and pharmacists. this end the 
general plan submitted for discussion 
and careful consideration: 

Any pharmacist who desired could become 
associate member the bureau application, con- 
tracting obey and abide the rules the bu- 
reau. Rules governing him the preparation 
pharmaceuticals would be, far possible, similar 
the rules governing the manufacturer, and sys- 
tem consisting careful and frequent inspection 
and analytic check control would established, 
the case the manufacturer, order protect 
the bureau certificate. Such associate pharmacists 
would agree supply products certified the bu- 
reau, when not otherwise called for, and the physi- 
cians would advised all associate pharmacists 
their immediate Vicinity. The bureau would also 
endeavor have physicians call for products cer- 
tified the bureau, and whenever not absolutely 
necessary, refrain from specifying particular brands 
makes, requiring only that the material used 
the pharmacist should the standards established 
the bureau and certified it. 

hardly necessary call attention the 
very wide differences the commercial relations 
manufacturers and pharmacists the medical 
profession. Obviously the problems attendant upon 
these differences would have met the bureau, 
the formation different classes rules and 
different forms inspection. The detail work 
connection with the undertaking applied the 


pharmacist, would necessarily very great, and 
for the sake proper treatment the pharmacist 
himself, should not undertaken until the bu- 
reau has been established conservative basis. 
should, however, undertaken the earliest 
practicable time.
